More than 700 people — Romulus 
Community Schools staff and students, 
City officials, area clergy, and local resi- 
dents —took part ina "Remember! Cele- 
brate! Act!" program held Monday, Janu- 
ary 21, to honor the life and work of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. The event was a 
jointly sponsored effort by the school 
district, the city, andthe Romulus Minis- 
terial Association. 
Kicking off the program was a "Walk 
for Warmth" that began at Romulus 
Middle School at9.a.m. Ofthe 300+ who 
participated inthe march, many brought 
blankets, coats, hats, and gloves to do- 
nate to those in need. When the walkers 
arrived at their destination — Romulus 
High School — they were treated to a 
community breakfast courtesy of the 
Best Western Hotel of Romulus. 
Afterward, another 400 area resi- 
dents joined those already at the school 
to enjoy a celebratory program held in 
the auditorium.

Howard 
explained how difficult it was to register 
voters in Jefferson County, Georgia, back 
in the 1950s, noting that when Dr. King 
first came to town, only-64 out of 2,419 
residents were registered. She talked of 
various experiences, such as going out 
into the fields to try to register the work- 
ers, and sometimes being harassed by 
the farm owners in the process.

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Romulus Community Schools would 
like to remind parents and students that 
this year's Michigan Educational Assess- 
ment Program (MEAP) will be a little 
different than last year's. 

"The State of Michigan has made 
some changes to the MEAP tests and 
scheduling,” explained district spokes- 
person Dick Kruse. "One big change 
involves both the fourth- and eighth- 
grade math tests. These examinations 
will have a new ‘constructed response’ 
section that will require students to read 
a paragraph, analyze the information 
and question presented, and then ex- 
plain both their answer and the math- 
ematical process that they used to ar- 
rive at the answer." 

Lynn Behta, Math Coordinator for 
the district, has indicated that this new 
format will be much more difficult for 
students, but that the district has been 
preparing both teachers and students 
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Wick Elementary School's last sci 


for this type of examination for more 
than two years. 

"We hope to be well prepared and 
demonstrate success on these chal- 
lenging new fourth- and eighth-grade 
tests this year," Behta stated. 

Of the scheduling changes to be 
implemented this year, one involves the 
math test, which will be moved from the 
seventh grade to the eighth grade (there 
was no seventh-grade test last year). 
Another involves the writing portion, 
which has been switched from eighth 
grade to seventh. 

The state has also abbreviated some 
of the "written response" parts of the 
reading, social studies, and science tests 
because of budget concerns, according 
to Kruse. 

"Michigan Department of Treasury 
Officials say it would have been too costly 
to have the former, longer written pas-

U of M Financial Aid Director 
Fowler Urges Early Preparation 


Pamela W. Fowler, the Director of 
Financial Aid at the University of Michi- 
gan, urges college-bound students and 
their parents to file their financial-aid 
applications right away. 

Fowler — who addressed a crowd of 
125 local residents at a recent financial- 
aid workshop held in the Romulus High 
School auditorium — explained that the 
$68 billion available from the federal 
government this year in the form of 
grants and loans is distributed on a first- 
come/first-served basis. Because the 
money goes quickly, students and par- 
ents should fill out and file the FAFSA 
(Free Application for Federal Student 
Aid) form as soon as possible. They 
should also be prompt about getting in 
touch with the financial aid director at 
their chosen college or university. 

Among the tips that Fowler shared 
with her audience: Filing the electronic 
FAFSA form permits a reply in just ten 
days, while handwritten forms take four 
to five weeks to process. Again, she 
stressed that time is essential in’ this 
process because each college/univer- 
sity has only an allocated amount of 
money to work with, and the first-come/ 
first-served formula applies additionally 
to each school. 

When a student receives the reply 
to the FAFSA form, he/she will find that 
itcontains important information, includ- 


ing the amount of money that the stu-. 


dent's family-is expected to contribute 
toward his/her education that year, as 
well as the amount that is available to 
him/her in grants (money that does not 
have to be repaid) and loans. These 
include Pell Grants, Perkins Loans (avail- 
able at a 5% interest rate), and Stafford 
Loans (available at 8% interest). 

The workshop also identified addi- 
tional sources of funding, such as need/ 
merit-based scholarships, work/study 
programs (both governmental and insti- 
tutional), and institutional and private 
loans. 

Fowler said that there is a good rule 
of thumb, based on research studies, to 
help students determine how much they 
can afford to borrow for their education. 
It indicates that the average student can 
handle up to about $20,000 in loans, 
which would require monthly payments 
of $275 to $300 per month over a 10- 
year payback period. 

Fowler's presentation concluded 
with a comparison of the costs involved 
in attending two-year community col- 
leges, four-year state universities, and 
four-year private schools.
